Bishop McCloskey Will Sunday Celebrate 
His Consecration at Louisville. 


The Rt Rev. Wm. George MeClos- 
key, Bishop of the L)iooe»« of Ren- 
taoky, will Snodaj oelebrate the Iblr- 
ty-foorth anniversary of his oooseera- 
lion at Louisville, and tbe event will 
be mentioned from toe pulpit of eveiy 
Oalholto ohuroh io Kentucky. 

During bis long service as Bishop of 
Kstttueky Bishop McCloskey has ren- 
deretl services not only to the Catbo- 
lio church, but to the entire state of 
Kentnoky that will be remembereo 
long after no bas passed away. For 
nearly a generation he has lived in 
Louisville ruling tbe affairs of the di-, 
ooeae with wisdom and skill, and by| 
the piety and aancity of his own life 
famishing an example to both chnroh- 
men and laity. Today be is well 
nigh as vigoroos at when he aMumed 
the care tbe dloosM. and he keeiw a 
iwrfeot grasp on ijaasiog events. 

Bishop McCloskey was born in Kew 
York state and was ednoate<l at Mt 
8t Mary's college, in Maryland. He 
was ordained as a priest In 1851 by 
Archbishop Hughes in the old cathe¬ 
dral in New T<wk in which be had 
been baptised. 

In 1859 his name was called to tbe 


attention of Pope Pius IX. and he was 
sammoned to Rome, and soon after¬ 
wards be was appoinletl president of 
tbe American college which hla holi¬ 
ness had jnst estabUshetl. For nine, 
Tears he remalneAl In Rome aLlminis- 
tering the affairs of tbe college with 
signal ability. Dosing this period he 
was frequently at the Vatican and 
was always consulted bv tbe pope in 
reganl to American appointments. 

Id 1868 he waR> appoiotetl bishop and 
was consecrated by Oardinal De Rei- 
saob io the chnroh of the American 
College. In October of the same rear 
he went to Ixmlsville and asso.ued 
active ocmtrol of tbe dioceee.

PLACING THK BLAME. | 

It U the opinion of many miliUry 
notboritiee who hoTe been in the Phil- 
Ipptnee tbsl the insorreotion wonld 
hsTA been orer Ioor sro bad it not 
been for the ao-osUed **iience pnrtj". 
in tbe United Statea Geoeral Fan- 
aton, wbo bae Jnat retnroe«l. made a 
speech at a ChioaRO Imnqnet tbe other 
niRht. in which he declared: 

*'Ha<tiinot been for the so-called 
peace party in the United States the 
insorreotion wonld hare been top- 
pressed finally in January. 1900. 
8 ince that time <100 lives have been 
sacrificed and oiiUious of dollars have 
Iteen silent. Were it not for the hope 
of tbe few leaders still nn«ler anus 
that the Uniterl States is on ths venre 
of civil war In their behalf all resist¬ 
ance wonld be at an end.*' 

After detailing some of tbe mean, 
contemidible tricks of the treacherous 
natives, be oootinoed: 

"The great mass of the natives in 
tbe Pbiltpiiines do not know wnat In¬ 
dependence in Ninety-five per oeot 
want to be left alon« and prefer to be 
governed by others than tbemselvea. 
Tbe oase of Cnba has been held as an 
example of wnat we ooald do in the 
Far East. 

"1 twlieve my experience in both 
countries has given me an insight in 
the character of both peoples. There 
are forty Cuban leaders wbo are tbe 
snperiors of any leader the Filipinos 
ever bail. There is no comiiarison be¬ 
tween the two. And I am not lying 
awake, either, thinking of how 1 love 
the Onlians."
